Vis 
home life was happy and, so far as 1s 
known, he wae not given to fils of 
depression,

GO ON TILL ENEMY CRUSHED 


‘Gen, Linevitch ‘Inspired With Complete 
Confidence That the Army Is Ready 
For Any Task—Japs Continue to 
Defeat the Russians on Sakhalin 
leland — The Japanese Have 
Occupied Palero. 


London, Aug, 2—A despatch to The 
Times from St. Petersburg says that 
another Imperial telegram, even more 
warlike than the Emperor's reply to the 
Orenburg clergy, appears in to-day's 
official Messenger. The Emperor, re- 
plying to an address from Khabarovsk 
heartily approves the recommendation 
to continue the war until the enemy Is 
crushed, and above all not to think of 
the concession of territory or the pay- 
ment of an indemnity. 

Linevitch Is Inspired. 

St. Petersburg, Aug, 2.—Gen. Line- 
vitch has telegraphed to the Emperor, 
under date of July 26, denying the fre- 
quenily published report that his 
army was completely surrounded. The 
flanks have never been turned, although 
the Japanese sought to do so, “the 
Japanese, who are some distance from 
our principal positions, having falled 
in their attempts to approach them.” 

The general adds, “The morale of 
ihe troops inspires me with tomplete 
confidence that the army is ready for 
any task.” 

After Some Hard Fighting. 

Tokio, Aug, 2.—An official report from 


Japanese headquarters on Sakhalin 
says: 

“The Japanese army on July 28 de- 
feated the Russian eight kilometres 
south of Rykoff and later occupied 
Palero after hard fighting. The Rus- 


sians retired southward, 

Gen. Saragochi, commanderin-chiet 
of the Sakhalin forces ordered the es- 
tablishment of a cfyil admiristration 
on July 30,

Twenty-Five Gananoque People 
Have Unpleasant Time. 


TWO MEN SEVERELY BURNED 


Women Faint and Several Throw Them- 
selves Over the Side of the Launch 
“Il See” — Relieving Skiff Over- 

loaded and Excitement Was High 
For a Time—Craft Was of Yan- 
kee Registration. 


Gananogue, Aug, 2,—The Jaunch I'll 
See, in commané of Captain Wessel, 
left Taylor & Green's wharf at 10.30 
yesterday morning with 26 passengers, 
mostly women and children, all bound 
for Kingston. 

The boat had proceeded but 300 
yards from the shore when flames 
arose from leaking gasoline, followed 
by a terrific explosion. Two male oc 
cupants of the engine room were se- 
verely burned, some ladies fainted, 
and several threw themselves over 
the side and hung on, waiting for 
help. 

Rescue was near in the form of 
island launches and skiffe all hurrying 
to the scene. The skiffs were quickly 
loaded, and in the excitement one was 
overloaded, but other skiffs relieved 
her of her party. Some of the women 
would not leave the I'll See, but hung 
on the side while a visiting launch 
towed the boat to the raflway wharf. 
The Rathbun Company’s fire appara- 
tus was handed over to the citizens, 


and the fire was put out in a few 
minutes. 
Some of the passengers were at 


once driven home {a a carriage, others 
were lying on the wharf in a dead 
faint after befng removed from the 
boat, but restoratives were applied, 
and all were right in a few minutes. 

The I'll Bee is of Yankee registra- 
tion, and would have been seized in 
Kingston on arrival for carrying pas- 
sengers from one Canadian port to 
another.

AIM AND OBJECT OF HIS LIFE 


Would Introduce Into Child Training 
the Scientific Ideas That He Employs 
Every Day for the Improvement 
of Plant Life — Says Dr. Bar- 
nardo Really Pursuing 
This End. 


8 Louis, Aug. 2—Luther Burbank, 
the famous California hortleuliurist, de 
clares that the great object and afm 
.of his life js to apply to the training 
of children those scientific [ideas which 
hho has so successfully employed in 
working transformation in plant life. 

The Rev, Dr. James W. Lee, pastor 
of St. John's Southern Methodist 
Church, has returned from a trip to 
Santa Rosa, Cal, whither he went for 
an interylew with Mr. Burbank He 
sald to Mr. Burbank that he had re-

ferred to his work in an address at 
Portland, Oregon, and Had expressed 
the wish that he might iotroduce Into 
the method of rearing children some 
of the scientific ideas that he was ap- 
plying every day to the improvernent 
of planis. Dr, Lee says that Mr. Bur 
bank replied; “That is the great ob- 
ject and aim of my Ilfe.” 

Continuing, Mr. Burbank declared 
that plants, weeds and trees were Te 
sponsive to a few influences in their 
environment, but that children were in- 
finitely more respons! and the failure 
to recognize the spiritual elements in 
the environing conditions of chiidren 


had been the fatal lack in dealing with 
them. 
Tribute to Dr. Barnardo. 

Dr. Lee asked Mr. Burbank if he was 
familiar with the works of Thomas J. 
Barnardo of London, who has educated 
some 6000 waif children in the nine 
ty-three homes which he has founded 
in various parts of England, with the 
result that only 2 per cent of them 
have turned out bad: Mr. Burbank re 
plied that he had studied Barnardo 
methods of rearing children and thet 
the latter was doing in the realm of 
human life what he (Burbank) was do- 
ing in the realm of plant life. 

“Barnardo,” he continued. “has de 
monstrated that infinitely more can be 
done with children than with weeds 
;end plants. Whenever human beings 
recognias these realities In the realms 
of human life and begin to apply scien- 
tifle principles to the training of child- 
ren, then humanity will enter upon a 
new stage of existence.” 

Mr. Burbank sald that in his opinion 
every person should be physically, mor 
ally and spiritually perfect, and could 
be if the same attention were paid to 
his or her training that he was giving 
to weeds. He declared that, just as he 
had wrought seeming miracles with 
Plants by bringing them into contact 
with those elements of their environ- 
ment to which they rapidly responded, 
those who have the care of children 
should seek to train them by bringing 
their natures into relation with all the 
elements of their enyitronr@nt to which 
they are potentially responsive.

Japs Drive Russians to Luikoff, : 


Where They Are Isolated: 


RESULT OF COMING FIGHT 


Japanese Will Be Virtual Masters of 
the Whole of the Convict Island If 
They Win a Victory Over the Re- 

treated Russians — Mikado In 
the Brotherhood of Civilized 
Monarchs. 


Tokio, July 29—Lulkoff, on Sakhalin 
Island, to which point the Russians re- 
treated, is some thir:y miles southeast 
of Alexandrovsk, beyond a range of 
hills separating the Alexandrovsk dis 
trict from the plain. Here the Rus- 
slang are completcly fsolated owing to 
Jack of roads. It is impossible for 
them to make a long stand, and it ts 
expected that they will soon be sub- 


dued. A victory over them will make © 


the Japanese yirtual masters of the 
whole island, 
Mikado to Be a Garter Knight. 

London, July 29.—The Emperor of 
Japan is about to be created a Knight 
of the Garter. 

Investiture will take place at Tokio 
during the coming winter. In view 
of the fact that the Kaiser conferred 
the order’ of the Black Eagle upon 
Prince Arisugawa, and of the possibil- 
ity of the confifct in Manchurla being 
indefinitely prolonged, it has been de 
termined to furnish to the Japanese a 
demonstration that the Court of St. 
James and the English people regard 
the ruler of Japan as forming one of 
the brotherhood of civillzed monarchs. 

It is understood the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales, on the completion of 
thelr State progress through India in 
the late autumn, will proceed to Toklo 
for the purpose of paying a State yisit 
to the Court of Japan, and that the 
British heir apparent will then under 
take the ceremony of investing the 
Mikado with the Order of the Garter 
in the name of King Edward. 

Japs Don’t Want Armiatice. 

New York, July 2#.—It was learned 
yesterday that the Japanese peace ¢h- 
voys do not want an armistice and will 
probably oppose any move for one made 
by the Russian Commissioners unless 
they are permitted to dictate terms and 
fix the time limit. Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries feel that an armistich would 
militate against the success of Roose- 
yelt’s peace plans, and under its shel 
ter the Russian Government would be 
less anxlous to reach a s=ttlement. 

China Wants $100,000,000. 


New York, July 28—The Washington ; 


correspondent of The Tribune says: 

Coincident with China's notice to the 
Powers that Manchuria must be restor- 
ed to her intact, whatever may be the 
terms of agreement reached at the 
Portsmouth peace conference by the en- 
voys of Russia and Japan, it is learn- 
ed that the Chinese Government 
tends to follow this up by demanding 
of the belligerents a big Indemnity as 
compensation for the occupation of 
Manchuria by hostile armies. The 
amount of the indemnity to be asked 
will be at least $100,000,000. 

It is not believed that the Chinese 
themselves seriously expect reimburse- 
ment for the Injury sustained, but the 
motive is further to define her position 
with regard to Manchuria to the world 
at large,

HORRORS OF RETREAT FROM MUKDEN 


As Pioturer {By Frederiok McCormick in Colliér’s Weokly. 


As ¥ hurriedly loft the Ta Lama's 
house upon the salutary explosion 
whieh wrecked he Hun River, bridge 
and which shook tha entire region, 
J knew that the wholo main body of 
the army of tho centre was moving; 
there could be no other conolusion. 
And in a moment T saw that T was 
yet in the yan off a considerable body 
of troops, ‘because tho misoolluncous 
small bodies of military, adjacent to 
and occupying the temples where I 
lived, though they were ready Cor the 
mareh, were only just about to moye 
off. 

An immoanse tower of smoke, for- 
midable and grand, filling the sky 
over the railway settlement, con- 
fronted ‘me as I stepped into the 
court. I did not delay, bayond a mo- 
ment of involuntary hesitation and 
wonder. It was an instantancous re- 
yelation—the place was in flames. 

One hundred yards from the gate- 
house, as my carrien and I, withall 
the baggage, turned the corner of 
the temple wall where soldiers had 
fired some small native houses which 
they had ocsoupied during the winter, 
cartridges were exploding in the 
flemes. It was early, and this ire- 

agion, just outside (he west mud wall. 
of Mukden, as was the entire plain 
ubout the settlement, was covered 
with an uncanny light (ho shadows 
of the séttlement smoke, A couple 
of bundred yards further on, where 
the alley opened out from between 
the templeson to the cattle market, 
a soene confronted me which no 
psinter can exaggerate. Under 
shadows of towers of smoke, 
ing off to the cast, are quadruple, 
sextuple lines of horse and foot in 
all degrees of military panoply, or- 
der, disorder, and discipline, beatiug 
up a dull blue dust as they choke up 
the road where they, can' not hope to 
pass for hours. 

DISORDER AND RIOT. 


They are arriving by, four or five 
resds conyerging on a spot further 
on, whose whole exit northwurd lies 
along the mué wall of tne city where 
the road is narrow and confined on 
the open side by, a vast native grave- 
yard, thick with impassable mounds 
extending to the railway, a verst to 
the west! The air is mixed with the 
fumes of the burning settlement. The 
Chinese rustlics, awed by the omin- 
ous sight, stand up, amazed and cur- 
ious, along the top of the ruinous 
wall, surveying this tide of horses 
and humanity and apparatus surging 
out of the south and out of the 
doomed cettlement which now begins 
to be raucous and weird with pil-

, where the horses bury their hoofs,

About nine o'clock the dust be-

all over them, field telephone vans, 
mess carts, ambulances. 


JAPANESE SHELLS. 
The ways are eye more crowded — 


it is no longer merely artillery and 


army trains—and (hq troops are ner- 
yous. There is a kind of backwater 
quite out of the main current in 
front of tho yillage of Ta-wa, which 


scems fo offer an opportunity to rest, 


and wo attempt ta feed the animass 
Tho Japanese are bursting shells 
abead of us ta the right and to the 
left. Although the enemy can not 
see the village, their fire has struck 
into a large concourse there, and the 
wogons and troops whjoh hava halted 
for rest immediutely get under, way, 
the lines closing uyy where the shells 
have exploded und all becoming 
hurry, commotion, und wonse, Wa- 
gops now plunga inta impassible gul- 
lies, breaking wheels and whiffle- 
troes, Carts and wagons that al- 
woys jam knook out cach other's 
end-gates and heaye and haw over 
stubble, ditches, broken wails, and 
and whatever obstacles Sa not ontire- 


ly flay them. 
“On the brow of the rise north of 
the village the infantry that have 
joined us begin td relieve themselves 
of their accbuntrements.  Cast-off 
clothing is burning in little heaps, 
fired to prevent the enemy from ac- 
quiring it. Soldiers are sitting or 
kreeling or sitting in the stubble, 
thiowing cartridge oltps:out of thoir 
kits. In every lurrow is a wheel; 
the fields are harrowed as at seed- 
time. 

A few versts north of Ta-wa at 
p.m. a column of infantry crosses us, 
moving south-west, It steadies and 
quiets our column, for it appears to 
be going to reinforce the rear guard 
along the railway. The commander 
lifts his hand in signal for us to halt, 
and the column halts. It waits for a 
time respectfully—there are no shells 
falling near us at the monent. Five, 
ten minutes wear on to a quarter of 
an hour, twenty minutes! Some of, 
the front carts and Cossacks hiaye 
crossed the line through the inter- 
vals between the infantry, companies, 
Now the column can no longer wait 
and plunges forward in a phalanx a 
hundred yards wide, which bas been 
recklessly forming, and breaks 
through, carrying the remains of the 
confronting column with it. Cut off 
from the head of the column, they 
are swerved out of its course alto- 
gether and they join our own, the 
soldiers running wild and loose to- 
dodge the traffic, and mixing with 
the wagons and artillery, and horses, 
the officers making no resistance, but 
following them, 1 would not say glad- 
ly, although I observed them look 
first anxiously in the direction of

fering soldiers running here and 
there, testing wines and liquors in 
the abandoned sutler’s shops, con- 
testing for drink with the fire and 
smoke and with the native hoodlums 
and cutthroats, Later on they fall 
and disorder and insubordination, 
and ip a final orgy, unconfined, roam 
over the fields and city, even find- 
ing their way intoxicated as far as 
the Northern Tombs, and are taken 
by the advancing Japanese. In fact, 
spectators on Mukden walls observed 
coldiers near mid-day, when the Jap- 
anese were in possession of the north 
gate of the city, comfortably and de- 
liberately drinking and eating along 
the west! It was a moment when 
the Japanese threatened ta cut the 
almy asunder, ten versts to ‘the 
north. 

The drivers of the army wagons 
Low badger each other for the right 
ef way, which at the jam is wide 
erough for two teams abreast. The 
day is too young for bickering and 
strife. But in an hour there is con- 
tention at this spot, and one with 
small gift of prophecy may clearly 
forsee what will take place in the 
iat of noon. 

Finding it impossible to cross 
through the chawing, champing line. 
sawing and scissoring like an enginc, 
I turn directly into the first opening 
ond we sre carried slong with the 
flood. the drivers submitting to the 
invasion without protest. It requires 
about an hour to encircle the west 
wall, passing in and out among some 
of the smaller graves, getting severe- 
jy_jemmed here and there amoug the 
heavier wagons. During the hour a 
orrtain amount of olothing, bread, 
firewood, and utensils fail into the 
road, where it is impossible to rescue 
thars because of the surging behind 
and the certainty of losing pluce al- 
together. The men only laugh ut 
these mishaps—it is a kind of sport. 
Presently a few wheels are smashed. 
Singletrees begin to snap, the wagons 
to block the road. Here ia earcaas 


their comrades, and until the dust 
hid them from view, when, they seem- 
ed relieved. 

Can we cross the Puho? The banks 
are impassable except at a single 
spot here. There is no use wasting 
words as to what that spot is like 
at this instant. A mile’s width of 
armies have converged there, where 
a steep road is broken, and some of- 
ficers are trying ta reguiate the des- 
cent of the artillery to the waters 
and the ice’s level, and their passage 
to the further side. 

This is but one of the crossings 
of the Pu-ho, along whose course the 
most distracted spectacles of the 
fight occurred. One need not now 
ask why we are not fighting. It is 
plain to see that the fighting of this 
aimy is finished for this battle, its 
present active career is ended. Fur- 
ther east is another crossing of the 
Ya-lu or Imperial road. A shell falls 
bere plump into the line, and there 
is panic in the Pu-ho! 400 carts ure 
lost and abandoned to the enemy 
there. One speculates on one’s mar- 
Ket value, that of his baggage, that 
of his horses, that of his own poc- 
ket-book and his pistol, to suy noth- 
ing of tha other thing. I have never 
carried a pistol in the battlefield; 
not until now. You veterans have 
told me that I would better carry 
it all the time, for that once whea 
I would need it badly. But I’ve got 
it, I've got it in my holster, six sav- 
age cartridges in the chambers, al- 
though not sayage enough, [ can tell 
you that, They look like caraway 
seed in the face of this crowd, swear- 
ing, laughing, badgering, railing, jok- 
ing, cursing; every change of rising 
pandemonium ringing up and down 
the fated and ill-fated line. 

One says that the Mukden bank 
now en route is being plundered. 
Some of the attendants are wounded. 
The soldiers make free with (he man- 
ey chests. That is on the cust. 
Thero is a battery, assaulted by in- 
fantry who are making for the bat- 


of beef fallen in thej dust, and it calls 
for rouoarks a plenty from the driy- 
ers. Soldiers and Chinamen have 
chopped out a picce of frozen iheat 
in passing. The disabled wagons ure 
lost in the hosts behind. None seem 
to obstruct the road ahead—we must 
be in a gan of our own column. The 
roads to the Jeft and right are full 
of moving armies, as is our own: 
we haye our own road, it is still a 
wosd. 

A man, recogniziug me as a cor- 
respondent, says, by way, of saluta- 
tion: “Now what will you write?" He 
is wolking, and persists in w polite 
and [familiar conversetion. He vol- 
upteers the curious observatien that 
this is td be “Mapoleon’s retreattrom 
Moscow repeated.” “It looks that 
way to me,” says he. He seema to 
forsee disaster, but does not! fear jit— 
though foreboding, the excitement of 
tbe moment is exhilarating. Te bim 
tbe army is disorganized, but he is 
not uncheerful, even though it was 
doomed. Now we aro swept apart | 
and saved another Scnocking about. | 

We are now fully, in the open with 
a fair field. The air is more clear 


and army trains can be geen every- 
where. The rodds wre inadequate, so 
we take boldly to the plowed fields, 


tery’s money-chest, and the Cossacks 
help to beat the attackers off. 

Half an hour before sundown wa 
come up before a village, beyond 
which is a train standing — glad 
sight! here must be a kind of po- 
sition here; troops prepared to male 
a stand—hold the enemy when ho 
comes, at least for a couple of hours* 
respite. The train gives tho retreat- 
ers confidence, 

SCENES OF FEAR AND FRENZY. 

After what has passed during tho 
doy, what naw follows, continuing 
long ofter dark and through the 
night, impoverishes speech. Not 
siuce the hordes of Ghengis Khan 
Swept over these regions have they 
beheld such a scene. Some call upon 
the neme of Kuropatkin, some

Tho camp, whoso dimensions are ex- 
tended in imagination until they have 
no bounds, is close besida one of thoso 
innemerable unpameable stations of 
tho Manchurian railway, and a lew 
(rains appear, from the lights, to be 
stunding on the tracks, We edge a 
little way into the vast, vague, illim- 
itable body which is compact and 
huddled as though to keep warm, 
But there is no keeping warm for 
thom, a cold, merciless wind sweep- 
ing in from Mongolia, taking: tho last 
hope of cheer fronr this hapless as- 
sembly so strangely brought togeth- 
cr. Some have enough wood to build 
a fire, and tho officers give us ag 
share, a kind of night benison, but 
it only makea one more slecpy. We 
stand up again, shivering; that is 
better. [ go to my mare und, lean- 
ing against her warm neck, get a 
few moments’ sleep. 

Walking, one falls into a sighing 
slumber, to be aroused by the stamp- 
ing of urtillery horses under one's 
nose or a caisson under one’s elbow, 
the wheels perilously near. It {s but 
little better riding. One's legs refuse 
to do their functions, and now and 
again one’s faca plunges into the, 
horse’s mane and neck. Waking mo- 
ments are like hours. 

Now we creep in over the rocky 
plain and the rocky fat, broken by 
little watercourses, to Ticling, There 
are borses before us, troops, wagons ; 
little camps of the first and swift- 
ost. They have won even before us. 
A cold, cold wind faves them, Yet 
they camp, camp without shelter in 
such a plain, in sucha wind—a rev- 
elation of what bivouacking men can 
di 


0. 

The evening of the 11th J set out 
around the scattered Greek, Russian 
and Armenian restaurants and ho- 
tels, now packed with famished and 
exhausted officers in search of food 
and bed. I had not slept for three 
days and two nights. 

Near the Chinese inn, which itself 
had not an inch of sleeping space, 
there was a Russian restaurant, 
which, of all places I had seen in 
the town, appeared to be the most 
promising. | went in here and 
found that it was not so crowded. 
There was order, even quiet. The 
officers, gathered together, sober and 
dowseast, turned to Jook at me, and, 
I thought, not unsympathetjoaily, for- 
after all, the angles of difference and 
nationality had been smoothed away 
by mutual hardships. They were all 
ready to rest, and we might lie down 
together. 

At the far end of the room was a 
table, wher I passed ,two offic- 
ers were sitting. I did noi pay at- 
tention to them, but secing that the 
table was heaped with soiled dishes, 
and thinking it occupied, I passed by 
and continued my search for a place 
to sit down, not at all a chooser in 
the matter. Immediately, however, 
one of the officers, who was a mere 
downy-lipped boy, came after me and 
in good French asked if I would not 
sit with them. His action seemed so 
kind that I thanked him and went 
back, taking a chair at his left to 
which he helped me. He was travel 
and battlo stained, while opposite me 
sat a bearded man, just past middle 
age, rolled in a perturbed sleep as 
an ancient galleon is rolled at sea, 
heaving audibly and inclined to full 
foward as a ship that pitches into 
the trouth. His face and uniform 
were grimy with dust and grease. 
At the surrounding tables were other 
officers in all stages of weariness, 
some eating and drinking, some 
drinking only. The wasters paid no 
heed to us, nor did they seem to be 
attending to others. We repeatedly 
hailed them, but without success. 
Presently the boy suspecting that I 
was not acquainted with the custom 
of the establishment, took’ me to the 
further end of the room, where I 
purchased a ticket which entitled me 
half a pheasant. I could not get 
liquors, he said, because a military 
order had been put in force forbid- 
ding the sale after eight! o'clock, We 
went buck to our table, but with the 
tickets we were no more successful 
than before, and seeing that nothing 
could be had that we did not our- 
selves retrieve from tho kitchen, the 
boy invaded the cook-house and se- 
cured the fowl to which we were en- 
titled, while in the same manner I 
secured the tea. Bread and yegetablos 
were out of the question; knives and 
forks we got with difficulty. 

THE RESTAURANT AT) TIELING, 

The boy was of the artillery. The 
bearded man, he said, was his col- 
onel, and by his tafi I saw that he 
regarded him with fidelity and affec- 
tion. The boy tried to arouse him 
by fair words of boyish kindness, 
but could not. Hoe was ingulfed in a 
sonorous slumber, a strained weari- 
ness spread over his broad, kind face, 
his brows knilted and twitching with 
troubled dreams, The boy cut a por- 
lion of the half pheasant dnd ate. 
And then, having finished hia por- 
tion, ho again placed his hand on tho 
colonel’s arm and tried to arouse 
him, uttering loud words of gentle 
persuasion intended to tempt him to 
cat. The colonel! this tima did throw 
himself upward and with a great ef- 
fort awaoke, long enough to take 
note of the plate before him and to 
urswer the boy, who placed the knife 
and fork in his hands,

The case was heard Friday and 
Saturday ot Fenelon Falls, the ar- 
bitrators being Judge Weller, Peter- 
boro; Judge Benson, Cobourg; and 
Judge Harding, Lindsay.

The largest mass of ice in the 
world is probably that which fills 
up nearly the whole of the interior 
of Greenland, where it has accumu- 
lated since the dawn of history. It 
is believed to now form a block about 
600,000 square miles in area, and ay- 
eraging a mile and a half in thick- 
ness, 

According to ihese statistios, the 
lump of ice is larger in volume than 
the whole body of water in the Med- 
iterranean; and there is enough of 
it to cover the whole of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
Jand with a Jayer about 7 miles 
thick. If it were cut into two con- 
venient slabs and built up equally 
upon the entire surface of ‘gallant 
little Wales,” it would form a pile 
more than 120 miles high. There is 
enough in Greenland to bury the en- 
tire area of the United States a 
quarter of a mile deep.

GRIMINALS HUNTED DOWN. 
Criminals are relontiessly hunted 
down. There is little chance for es- 


cape to one wha has committed any 
serious offence. The trial follows in 
short order, and in minor cases of- 


ten tho offender is arrested, tricd 
and convicted within 24 hours after 
his misdeed. Murderers got short 


shrift, and hunging is the penalty. 
Appeals may bo taken in capital eases 
but new trials are only granted upon 
grounds so clear that a_ refusal 
would work greater injustice. In 
fact. it is the almost absolute cor 
tninty of detection and capture, and 
the ftness and severity of the 
punishment, that act as a deterrent 
to crime. 

Regina is’ the headquarters of the 
mounted police, the bar s being 
lonated on the plains outside the city, 
close to the government house, which 
is the official residence of tho livu- 
tonant-governor of tho Northwest 
Territories. lt is a very complete es 
tablishmont, with administration 
buildings, residences for the commis- 
sioner and the other officers, bar- 
racks for tho men, guardhouse, not 
only for delinquents in the force, but 
also for prisonors awaiting trial or 
removal to the penitentiary, riding 
school, stables, theatre anda church, 
There is a spacious athle 
attached, where cricket, b:

The men are armed with Winches- 
ter carbines, soon to be superseded 
by the Ross, and revolvers. Outside 
tho barracks there is a large range, 
perhaps two miles in extent, and 


here they are taught to use their 
weapons. Disappearing targets are 
used, and the men are required to 
ride across the range at full speed 
whon a target appears, when they 
dismount and have one minute in 
which they must fire as many shots 
as possible. Then they remount and 
ride until the appearance of another 
target, when the same: procedure fol- 
lows. The revolver practice is 
equally thorough, with the result 
that the mounted police, who never 
Shoot unless they are compelled to 
do so, never shoot to miss. 

“We aim to:make our men efte 
tive in whatever they may have to 
do, If they are not effective, they 
are no use to the service or to the 
public,” said one of al, “That is 
one reason why we will not tolerate 
the inefficient or the unreliable in 
the force. They must be men equal 
Lo an emergency when it comes. Wo 
do pot prohibit the use of liquor, in 
fuct we have a canteen here, and 
find i: « pcod thing for the morals 
and sobriety of the men,.but drunk- 
enness is one thing for 
will not stand.

DRESS AND PAY. 


The uniform of the mounted po- 
lice is a red coat, or tunic, dark 
trousers with a yellow stripe, riding 
boots and a white plains hat. Around 
the barracks many. wear the little 


rakish cap, stuck om one side of the 
head. All those seen: on duty cur- 
ried a riding whip. On active sers- 
ice in some sections the plainer but 
more serviceable Kha worn, and 
up in the Arctic regions clothing of 
furs is necessary ta-protect the men 
from the awful cold. Until July 1 
the privates were paid 50 cents 3 
day, with five cents addition for 
each year’s service up to five years. 
Rations,. uniforms.and horses are, of 
course, furnished them. It being de- 
sired to increase the force to about 
1000—there are now between 700 and 
800—the pay was increased on that 
date 25 per cent. The reason for this 
is that it is somewhat difficult to 
get reeruits of the proper kind. 

In the carlier days, when there ¥ 
more activity and romance in the lifo 
of a mounted policeman, recruits 
could bye had in plenty, but now con- 
ditions are becoming more settled 
and there is more work and less ro- 
manca, The fores is made up of all 
kinds of men, Canadians, English and 
other foreigners, and even Indians 
and half-breeds. College men have 
been found in its ranks, and scions 
of rich and, perhaps, titled famili 
some drawn to it by the fascination 
ef the free life of the frontier, oth- 
ers because of failure in other and 
less active walks of life. As a whola 
tho force is made up of good men, 
more than ordinarily intelligent. 
tactful and brave and fitted to deal 
with the heterogenous peoples who 
inhabit the great Northwest. With 
a military organization, they are on- 
i i officers. 

ORGANIZED IN 1874. 

Tho Northwest Mounted Police was 
organized in i874, starting with 200 
mon. At first they dealt mainly 
with the Indians, of whom there 
were 30,000 in the Northwest. Pages 
might be written of their first jour- 
heys into tho distant interior of what 
was then an almost unknown land. 
After the Guster mas re in i878, 
thousands of Sioux fled from the Un- 
ited States across the Canadian 
boundary and (he mounted police had 
hard work to prevent their raiding 
below the border and to Keep tho 
peace between them and the Canadi- 
an Indians, who protested against 
their unwelcome guests killing what 
remained of the once vast Buffalo 
herds. Sitting Bull, that grim old 
chief, gave Che Canadian government 
much concern while a fugitive among 
thom, but they kept him énd his un- 
ruly braves in good control. It is 
told that when these Indians had 
Agreed to go back to the United 
States and surrender themselves to 
the government a strong detachment 
of troops was sent up to moot and 
veceive them at the international 
boundary. Trouble was feared and 
preparations mado for it, but to the 
surprise of the United States officurs 
tho Indians who had played such hav- 
oo on the Little Big Horn were es- 
corted to thy boundary by two lono 
redooated policemen and turned over 
as quietly as though they were 
lambs.

Japanese froops Have At Lest 
invadeo Siberia. 


ISLAND OF SAKHALIN 


ON THE 


M. Witte Tells of the Scope of His Com- 
mission as Envoy Extraordinary and 
Says He Will Not Entertain De- 
mands of Japan Based on Expect- 
ed Military Successes In the 
Future. 


Toklo, July 31—The following de 
gpaich has been recelyed from Jap: 
anese headgparters: 

“Our independent cayalry, which en- 
fered Rykoff (on Sakhalin Island, 45 
miles northeast of Port Due), July 27, 
withdrew on finding order in the city 
unfayorable to {ts occupation, Our 
army, intending to crush the enemy's 
force before they retreated from the 
eminences west of Rykoff, commenced 
to adyance at 3a, m,, on July 29. The 
yan, together with an independent body 
of cayalry, adyanced by forced march, 
attacking and dislodging the enemy 
holding the northern extremity of Fy- 


koff, and rushed into the town, Con- 
fused street fighUing ensucd, but the 
town was completely taken at $.20 


o'clock in the morning. 

“The enemy's main strength, which 
oppoged our right column, fled in dis- 
order southward, talking the short 
route leading to Pareono, 

“On July 28, a detachment, which 
was sent south in pursuit of the en- 
emy, met the enemy's infantry, some 
800 strong, at a point six miles south 
of Rykoff, and killed over 200 and cap- 
u d 500. 

“The enemys strength opposed to 
our right column was of some 3,000 in- 
fantry and four guns and four machine 
gubs, and that opposed to our left 
column some 2,000 infantry and four 
guns. 

“The enemy's loss in trophies is un- 
der investigation.”

M. Witte, the Russian peace plenipo 
tentisry is a passenger, sends an in- 
ferview which he has had with M 
Witte in which the latter said that if 
Russia and Japan had agrecd upon a 
eommon basis before appointing peace 
plenipotentiaries it would haye been 
much better, 
As {t was, M. Witte said, he regard- 
ed himself rather as an Imperial cour- 
fer sent to ascertain the terms of Ja- 
pan. He was prepared to make peace, 
nevertheless, he added, as his powers 
were very complete, and he would dis- 
cuss the demands based on Japan's ac- 
tual military and naval successes, in a 
business-like spirit of give and take, 
“But I can't and will not,” contin- 
ued M. Witte, “entertain demands bes- 
ed on expected military successes in 
the future. I am conyersant with the 
humane intentions of my Imperial mas- 
ter, and I will do anything compatible 
with Russia's honor and dignity to 
establish that work of which I have 
been an unswerving adyocate, 
“My first task, however, in the new 
world will be to search for a basis for 
fruitful) discussion.”

I do 
not know upon what terms peace may 
be negotiated.” 
Electoral College System, 
St. Petersburg, July 31.—The follow- 
ing are the principal parts of an elec- 
toral system, approved by the Council 
of Ministers for the proposed national 
assembly. The aim has been to ele 
borate a scheme eliminating as far as 
possible class representation, The only 
classes excluded from the franchise are 
soldiers, persons under the age of 16 
years, forelgners, women, governors 
and vice-governors of Provinces, pre- 
fecis and police authorities, nomads 
and persons deprived of ctvil rights.

Electric Storm Brings Death and 
Panic to Coney Island. 


E SERIOUSLY INJURED 


Lightning Passes Through the Crowd 
Assembled Under Big Bath House 
and Prostrates Fifty Persons—Bolt 
Traveled Down the Flagstaff— 
Deaths by Lightning Elsewhere 
—Dame Burst In Connecticut, 


New York, July 21—During a thun- 
derstorm of terrific intensity which 
passed over New York yesterday after- 
noon, five men were struck by Mght- 
ning and instantly killed and nine 
were seriously injured at the Park- 
way baths at Coney I#Jand. At the 
same t\me one man was killed and 
three were prostrated at Gravesend 
Beach. 

A few minutes before 6 o'clock a 
bolt struck the flagstaff on the big 
bath house and grounded in the thick- 
est of the crowd, Nearly 50 persons 
were prostrated, and the rest, ecream- 
{ng with terror, rushed out into the 
storm. Those who had remained in 
the water were also panicstricken and 
fied in al) directions, not daring to en- 
ter the bath house, which appeared to 
be on fire. 

Ambulances were summoned from 
all the nearest hogpitals, and on their 
arriva) flye persons were found dead 
and uine unconscious under the bath 
house. The bodies of all were scorched 
by the clectric fiuld. The nine injured 
were removed to a hospital, where it 
was sald that some probably will die, 

About the same time Henry Rans- 
weller was struck and killed while 
standing under a tree at Gravesend 
Bay, and his son, William, with Jobn 
Apple and Daniel McCauley, were ren- 
dered unconscious. 


DAM BREAKS, WATER RAMPANT. 


Loss of Life and Immense Damage to 
Property in Connecticut. 


Bridgeport, Conn., July 21—Loss of 
life and immense damage to property 
followed the bursting of reservoirs 
north of this city, as a result a 7inch 
fall of rain Saturday night and ‘early 
yesterday. 

At Easton and Trumbull the rain- 
fall was even greater and the dam at 
Ward's mill at Easton went out early 
yesterday morning, sending a great 
body of water down through the town 
of Trumbull. The dam at the paper 
mill reseryoir broke and the body of 
water swept down {nto Berkshire pond, 

There was no warning to the people 
who lived on the banks of what is 
usally a small water course. “The 
home of John Lesco was picked up by 
the flood and carried a mile below. 
The Lesco family were all rescued 
after a perilous journey. A house oc- 
cupied by Michael Moran was hurled 
against the Berkshire bridge and 
wrecked, and it is expected that Moran 
was drowned. 

The overflow of Pembroke Lake, in 
North Bridgeport, wrecked the Bar- 
ney ayenue bridge when a2 wagon was 
crossing it In the wagon were William 
Kowzeski and John Starklin. The wag- 
on and horses were swept away and 
Kowzeski was drowned. 

Barn and Stock Burned. 

Cooksville, July %1—An electrical 
storm of almost unprecedented violence 
passed over this district at an early 
hour yesterday morning. Various minor 
accidents are reported from lightning, 
the most serious being the destruction 
of the barn and stables of Ross Gold- 
thorpe, Toronto Township. Goldthorpe 
lost one cow, four pigs and about it} 
tons of bay. The total loss is over 
$2,000. 


DROWNED OFF ARGYLE. 


Norman Hill of Oshawa, Aged 74, Slips 
From Steamer’s Deck Into Lake. 


Oshawa, July $1—Norman Hill a 14- 
year-old bell boy at the Queen's Hotel, 
fell overboard from the steamer Argyle 
on Friday night, and by some error the 
boat went on without making an effort 
to rescue him. The body has not been 
recovered. 

The lad wee on a moonlight exour- 
sion out of Oshawa, and, passing New- 
castle, wes standing near the rail He 
lost his grip and fell from the upper 
deck. Other passengers heard the 
splash and gaye the alarm. 

The boat commenced to go back to 
the rescue in the direction of the 
drowning lad’s cries, but some bungle 
occurred, and the steamer turned and 
proceeded on her course. 

Hill had been at the Queen's Hotel 
for some time, His parents live at 
Whitby. 


rev. ON Ure Bees. 


Goderich, July 31—Rey. Robert Ure, 
D. D., died suddenly Saturday whilst 
sitting in his garden. Dr Ure was 
born at Lanarkshire, Scotland, in Jan- 
uary, 1828. When 19 years of age, he 
settled in Hamilton, and shortly after 
wards entered Knox College, complet 
ing his theological course in 1850, and 
receiving ordination and a call from 
Streetsville, where he remained for 12 
years. Queen's University conferred 
upon him the degree of doctor of diy- 
inity in May, 1876. He lectured for 
two years on apolgetics at Knox Col 
lege, and also on homiletics at Queen's. 
In 1862 he removed to Goderich as min- 
ister of Knox Church, and labored un- 
Ul failing health compelled him to re 
Iinquish his charge. 


Inventor of Dry Plates Dead. 

Philadelphia, July 29—John Carbutt, 
known to photographers the world 
over, is dead at his home here, aged 
78 years, of bright’s disease, The Pho- 
lographers’ Association of America 
chose him as their first president, and 
he acted as official photographer when 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad was 
constructed. He made several inven- 
tions facilitating the taking of plo- 
tures in color, chief of which was the 
orthoohromatic plate. In 1879 he per- 
fected his widely known “Carbutt dry 
plate.” which revolutionized the trade.

SUNKEN DREDGE IS LOCATED. 


Worth $50,000 and Believed to be Un- 
injured—A Well-Earned Reward. 
Tne new dredge, Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier, which sank in Lake Ontario on 
October 6th, 1902, while being towed 
from Polson’s shipyard, Toronto, to 
Montreal, has been located in seven- 
ty-cight feet of water between New- 
castle and Port Hope, about twoand 

a half miles from' shore. 

Since the accident happened Mr. W. 
W. Sparks, of Pickering Warber, 
has specially interested himself in 
scarching for the missing craft, par- 
ticularly as the Polson Company had 
offered $500 to the person who 


would locate the dredge. Me worked 
at this task practically all last sum- 
mer, and resumed his task early this 
spring, with the result that a few 
days ago he came acrosy the spuds of 
the dredge thirteen feet below the 
surface of the water. By, following 
the spuds downward he discovered 
the dredge itself sitting squarcly on 
the bottom of the lake at a depth 
of seventy-cight feet. He at once 
marked the craft by aw buoy, and has- 
(ened to the shore to notify the Pol- 
son Compasy of hia success. 

They instructed him to have the 
dredge well buoyed, particularly us 
it lies in the path\of navigation, Tt 
is believed that all the mail boats 
from Toronto and Hamilton for east- 
crn ports pi over the sunken 
dredge. Heavily laden ve in 
rough weather might quile casily 
come in contact with the spuds 
which rise many feet from the 
dredge, and hold it in an upright po- 
sition. 

The Polson Compnny is paying Mr. 
Sparks Lhe $500 he has so well earn- 
ed, and will proceed at once to raise 
the dredge, which cost $65,000 and is 
believed to be practically uninjured.

The good old county town of 
Lindsay experienced a red letter day 
yesterday when its citizens welcom- 
ed back many of the Victoria Coun- 
ty Old Boys, some of whom had not 
been in the old town for over twen- 
ty years. It was a gala day and the 
town was en fete. The decorations 
on Kent and other streets shewed 
up to grand advantage, and our cit- 
izeos gave the Old Boys « good 
welcome. It was a day of hearty 
hand-shaking, coupled with such ex- 
pressions as ‘'Why, Hello!” “Well, by 
gum .if it isn’t Bill—!" ete. Old 
Boys’ day will assuredly be repeated, 
as yesterday’s re-union was a grand 
one, and the home-comers, who were 
all out for a time, certainly had it. 
Expressions of pleasure from the 
home-comers were heard on all sides. 
Many familiar faces were seen on 
he streets, and our citizens renew- 
ed old ties with hundreds of old com- 
rades and schoolmates. Old Girls 
were also much in evidence, and both 
boys and girls were bedecked with 
badges ond bunches of ribbons of 
different colors.

THE FIRST ARRIVALS.

London, Aug. 4—In connection with 
the statement of Barl Percy in the 
Tlouse of Commons yesterday afternoon 
concerning Great Britain’s forelgn pol- 
Jey, the Associated Press understands 
that negotiations for the renewal of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance have pro- 
ereesed a deal further than wes indl- 
cated by Parl Percy's guarded allusion 
to it Jt is believed, in fact, that lit 
{le remains to be done beyond signing 
the new instrument 

Earl Percy Js Guarded. 

London, Aug. 4.—The session of the 
House of Commons yesterday was tale 
en up with a discus#ion of the foreign 
policy. 

Warl Percy, Under Secretary of Por- 
eign Affairs, said that under the pres- 
ent circumstances it was impossible fo 
discuss the changes In the Far East 
that might be brought about by the 
war, or changes that might be desir 
able to introduce into the Anglo-Japan- 
ese alliance. Ho thought that the gen- 
eral state of Europe presented no 
cause for anxiety. 

Reverung to the Far East he sald 
that {t was true that while Grest 


Britain In common with other countries 
was losing trade in China, Japan's 
trade in that country was Increasing 

Efforts were belng made {to obtain 
fresh markets in the interlor, he con- 
tinued, and China had promised, if the 
Chinese were unable to finance the 
proposed rallway through the Yanglse 
Valley to the Redstone Basin in tho 
Province of Szechuan, to apply first 
to the British and Amerlean capital 
to build it. 

Great Britain, he sald, was now ne- 


gotlating with France for the joint 
construction of the line, 
The motive for Barl Perey’s retl- 


cence was a desire to ayold Parliamen- 
tary discussion on the subject, while 
peace negotiations were proceeding. 

Sir Charles Dilke, who initiated the 
Giscussion, intimated that a renewal 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance would 
be warmly supported by the Liberal 
party 

It Js stated that Japan recently has 
given further considerable orders for 
khaki cloth in the Bradford. 


BRITAIN AND BALTIC SEA. 


British Fleet's Visit to Baltic Sea Ap- 
proved by Germany. 


London, Aug. 4.—The forthcoming 
visit of the British fleet to the Baltic 
Sea appears more than likely to mark 
the beginning of more cordial] relations 
between Germany and Great Britain, 
instead of, has been suggesicd in 
some quarters, adding to the friction 
now existing. T! proposed visit was 
known to the German Foreign Office 
months ago and suggestions that ob- 
Jections were raised by Germany are 
unfounded. 

Ernest George Pretyman, Secretary 
of the Admiralty, yesterday in reply to 
questions, stated definitely that no 
protests regarding the visit of the fleet 
had been received. Friendly comment 
on the pending cruise from German 
Baltic ports creates the bellef that it 
will help along King Edward's desire 
for good relations between Germany 
and Great Britain, and the announce- 
ment of Emperor William's support of 
the candidacy of Prince Charles of 
Denmark for the Norwegian throne is 
accepted as an indication that the 
German ruler proposes to work in the 
same direction. 

The report is recelved that Emperor 
William will meet King Edward dur 
ing the latter's forthcoming trip to 
Marienbad. 

Kaiser to Meet King. 

Berlin, Aug. 4—No confirmation was 
obtainable last night of the report that 
meeting has been arranged between 
Emperor William and King Edward, 
but the news is regarded by the press 
in general as probably true, as it is as- 
sumed that both rulers are anxious to 
assuage the embitterment between the 
two peoples. 

King Oscar Visits Warships. 

Stockholm, Aug. 4—King Oscar, who 
was recently created a German admir- 
al by Emperor William, yesterday vis- 
ited the German squadron, His Majes- 
ty gave a fete last night in honor of 
the squadron. 

Riksdaa Closes. 

Sweden, Aug. 4.—The ex- 
session of the Riksdag was 
brought to a close yesterday. King Os- 
car was not present, but was represent- 
ed by the new Premier, Chrieian Lun- 
derberg. In declaring the session clos- 
ed the Speaker of the lower House said 
the situation stil contained disquie- 
ing elements, but Sweden would be ab- 
solved from blame if a breach occurred 
after the offer made by the Riksdag.

London, Aug. 3—According to a Par 
Mamentary return issued, Great Britain 
erants $540,000 in annuities to the 
Royal family and pensions for judicial 
services to the amount of $245,000, the 
total of which {s $75,000 more than the 
pensions pala for naval, military, poll- 
tical and civil services together, The 
sum of $305,000 is spent on the main- 
tenance of Royal palaces, $510,000 on 
Royal parks and $145,000 on the secret 
service. Broadmoor Asylum, for erlm- 
inal lunatics, cost $170,000 yearly; the 
Irish Constabulary $6,620,000; the Brit- 
ish Museum $845,000, and the National 
Gallery $82,500,

| SAD WASTE OF RESOURSES. 


—— 


DESTRUCTION OF FISH IS DE- 
PRECATED BY MR. C. B. FOSTER 


Says if Property Daveloped Northern 
Ontario May bo Made the P&tyground | 


For Half tho Continent. 
“Millions of revenue will be seour- 
ed to this provinre if a policy is pur- 
sured to encourage the development 
of Northern Ontario as the summer 
playground for more than half the 
continent, which it is natarally suit- 
ed to become.” 

This was the statement of Br. C. 
B. Foster, District Passenger Agent 
of the C.P.R., who has just returned 
from the north, and was greatly im~- 
pressed with the wonderful natural 
advantages of the country as 4 sum- 
mer resort. 

“The region between Georgian Bay 
and James Bay is full of beautiful 
lekes and rivers, well stocked’ with 
fish, and the climare and surround- 
ings are all that could be desired,” 
said Mr. Foster. “But it requires de- 
veloping and should be advertised 
more. Another very important mat- 
ter that requires attention is the 
protection of the fish and game of 
thst district. The laws should be a 
little stricter and should ba bet- 
ter enforced. But this is hardly 
possible without a strong public sen- 
tument behind the regulations, If 
the people of Ontario appreciated as 
they should what an asset this great 
summer resort can be made to the 
Province they would be much more 
interested in protecting the fish and 
game, which are one of its great 
attractions. At the present time 
fish are caught in great numbers— 
far more than could be used — and 
thrown away to rot. This should 
not be allowed. lt shows @ want of 
the real sporting spirit. amd it will 
only result in the depleting of those 
waters! 

A TRUE FISH STORY. 

In urging the need for restricting 
the catching of fish to the dictates 
of proper Sporting spirit, Mr Foster 
told a good summer yarn of a gen- 
tleman who has gone up there reg- 
ularly for some years. “He used to 
go fishing a couple of hours every 
day during his two or three weeks’ 
stay. Every time he caught a fi 
he drew it out. weiched it with 
scales he carried, made a mote of it, 
and threw it in again. He did this 
with ten or a dozen a day, taking 
home what he wished to use and 
no more. He had the real sporting 
spirit, and Saw no sense in throwing 
the fish on the bank to rot after he 
had attained his object. Netting is 
probibited. of course, but even the 
free use of the hook and line will be 
very serious. There was a case I 
saw the other day where a manand 
his wife caught 69 or 70 fish when 
they could not possibly use more 
than 10 or 15. 

WHERE WR WILL BENEFIT. 

“The Government should start 2 
eampaign to educate the people re- 
garding the significance and im- 
portance of the protective regula- 
tions,” contineed Mr. Foster. “This 
has been done in the State of Maine, 
where it claimed that every sum- 
mer tourist whe goes into the State 
takes one pound of fish and game.

WEALTH OF RUSSIAN CHURCH. 


Cathedral sHavo Cold Roofs and Cost 
Millions to Build. 


Several English newspaper corres- 
pondents have, it is said, recontly 
been inspecting (he 15,913 gold ingots 
and 12,500 sacks of wold coin, repre- 
senting some £65,000,000 in hard 
cash, which are safely housed in the 
Imperial Hank of Russia, and which 
form Russia’s gold reserve, but the 
fabulous wealth of the Russian 
churches, may ba inspected by the’ or- 
dinary tourist without consulting fi- 
nance sinisters or uniformed offic- 
ors. 

The dome of St. Isaac's Cathedral 
in St. Petersburg is the most con- 
spicvous object in the city. I is cov- 
ered with copper overlaid with pure 
gold, no less than £50,000 worth of 
gold being melted down for this pur- 
pose. Entering the cathedral by the 
magnificent bronzed doors, forty-four 
feet wide and thirty feet high, said 
to be the largest in the world, the 
visitor is overwhelmed by its rich- 
ness and massive splendor. The 
dome of the shrine is supported by 
eight Corinthian pillacs of malachite, 
given by Frivce Demidoff and yalued 
at £200,000. ‘Lhe total cost of the 
cathedral is estimated at £10,000,000. 

In the cathedral of the Kazan the 
name of the-Almighty blazes in dia- 
monds from a cloud of beaten gold 
under which are solid silver door: 


twenty fcet high leading to the in- 
ner sanctuary, This church contains 
picture of the Virgin 
Mary covered with gold and jewels 


valued at £15,000. In the monastery 
of St. Alexander Nevsky, near the 
end of the Nevyski prospect, is the 
shrine of the founder, of pure silver, 
weighing no less than 8,250 pounds 

Many of the churches of Moscow 

—and they number some 1,400—con- 
tain treasures of cnormous value. In 
the Cutbedral of the Assumption, sit- 
uated inside the Kremlin, is the most 
sacred picture of Russia, the Virgin 
of Vladimir, painted by St. Luke. 
The jewels which adorn it are yalued 
at £45,000, one emerald alone being 
said to be worth £10,000. Napoleon 
took from the chureh five tons of 
silver and five hundredweight of 
gold, but its most precious treasures 
were concealed previous to the 
French invasion, and afterwards re- 
stored, 
Near by, in the Cathedral of the 
Annunciation, with its many golden 
domes, are a pavement of agate and 
j , and the celebrated icon of the 
rgin of the Don, its most prized 
possession. 

The icon of the Iberian mother of 
God has a small chapel to itself, 
just outside the Kremlin, The icon 
is oscusionally taken out in a gorg- 
eaus carriage drawn by six horses, 
with bareheaded attendants, to at- 
tend the sick or dying. The fees 
for such visits amount to £10,000, 

The Cathedral of the Holy Suvior 
in Moscow is probably the most mag- 
nificnet church in the world. Its 
fine cup are covered with pure 
fold one-cighth inch in thickness. Its 
internal decorations are magnificent 
and very costly. This church is the 
nation’s thank offering for the de- 
liverance of Moscow from the 
French, Jt took fifty yeurs to build 
and its cost has been estimated at 
£10,000,000. 

The robes of the Rassi 
are the richest’ in the world. 
house of the Holy Synod, inside the 
Kremlin, may be seen vestments of 


fabulous value. One is embellished 
with the Nicene creed embroidered 
in pearls. There are no fewer than 
seven mitres studded with diamonds. 
rubies and emeralds; also golden oro- 
ziers of rare workmanship. The 
boundless wealth, gorgeous decora- 
tions and endless magnificence of the 
churches are in strange contrast to 
the poverty-stricken, unkempt peas- 
ants who throngj the churches at all 
hours of the day.—Tit-Bits.

THE WORLD'S BANKER. 
Enormous Sums Loaned by English Capi- 
talists to All Coutries. 

The wealth of Englaud has grown 
to enormous proportions. During the 
year ending Juno 30th lust, the peo- 
ple of Great Britain invested over 
$760,000,000 of cupital, 530,000,000 of 
the total, or about 70 per cent. being 
invested outside the boundaries of 
the United Kingdom. The largest 
share went to the United States, 
some $175,000,000, being principally 
additions to capital running into 
thousand sof millions alresty invest- 
ed in United States railways. Japan, 
through its war loans, was in sec- 
ond place, with $150,000,000. South 
Africa, with its many opportunitias 
for investment in railways, mines, 
municipal loans, ete. ame third with 
a total of about 000,000, while 
Canada was in fourth place, the new 
cepital subscribed, somo $55,000,000, 
being principally for railway devel- 
opment. Australia, in fifth place, 
took over $20,000,000, principally tor 
government loans. Brazil added an- 
olher $20,000,000 to its British in- 
dubtedness, and another $10,000,000 
wus added to the already large in- 
vestment of the Biritish capitalist in 
Argontine railways, Indian schomes, 
Got another $12,500,000, and another 
$5,000,000 went to China. The re- 
moinder, in comparatively small am- 
ounts, was divided between Chili, 
Portugal, Borneo, Burmah, Egyot, 
Cvba and New Zealand. New York 
has dreams and Chicago imagines 
things, but when the world wants 
money it apparently still goes to 
London.

By way of comment the Brantford 
Expositor remarks: As regards Che 
principle at stake; it is difficult to 
find any justification for the pew 
system, but when it comes to ex- 
pediency much can bo said in its fav- 
or, Churches cannot be run without 
money. The preacher and his family 
aro not sustained, in a material 
sense, by heayenly manna, and the 
sexton, the organist and the coal 
man also demand ready cash. If a 
sufficiency of the latter is forth- 
coming voluntarily so much the bet- 
ter, but the pew system helps to 
reach a good many people who wish 
to get their religion as they get 
their clothing—at the bargain coun- 
tor, and are unwilling to pay moro 
than necessity demands,for salvation 
or for anything else. 

We do not see that much has been 
gained by abolition of pows if tho al- 
looution of seats to fomilies is still 
maintained. Most people, it is true, 
are creatures of habit and like to sit 


on the same plank of a lacrosse 
bleacher, and in the same pow in 
churoh, but if “free pews” are to 


carry with them all they ought to do 
there will be no more proprictary 
rights in a church than (there are in 
a place of public amusement which 
has done away with tho “reserve” 
list,

Hon. W. J. Wanna, through Dr. C. 
A. Hodgetts, has issued new regula- 
tions respecting the registration of 
marriages. There are between 18,000 
and 19,000 marriages each year, and 
from 600 to 800 of these are not reg- 
istered, while many are delayed, in 
some instances 15 months. Under the 
old regulations all licenses were held 
in the possession of the officiating 
clergyman, but under the new law 
these must be endorsed and Torward- 
ed to the department of the Regis- 
trar General. All marriages must be 
registered by official card, giving full 
details to the division registrar. For- 
merly the issuers of licenses retained 
the affidavits, but in future these 
will be filled out by the uer on the 
back. Both affidavits and licenses 
will be placed on file in the depart- 
ment. Enyelopes will be supplied to: 
issuers of licenses for the return of 
information, and for the use of the 
clergyman officiating,

THE GREAT SHRINE IS YEARLY 
BECOMING MORE POPULAR. 


Brlef Doscription of What May bo Seen 
Thoro by tho Devout or Curious. 
(Montreal Daily Herald.) 

Tho lide is coming up the St. Law- 
rence, ‘Tho after-lights of the sun 
are shading tho heights behind the 
ray churoh, tho Basilica of Sle, 
Anno, Tho green of the sloping 
banks on the op «Site side of tho 
river iy a Iittle misty in, the poft, 
wiem, bumid air. tere and thare 
on the bluo waters of the St. Law- 
ronce may be seen the white sails 
of suiling boats, like a reflection of 

the whito-fleoked blue sky above, 

A cool breeze blows off the water, 
while the tide ripples run up and 
break on the shore like on after- 
ooho of that ocenn-tide that ts surg- 
ing in at the Gulf, In tho distance 
muy be seen tho continued line of 
the Laurentian hills, touched by the 
blue mist of river und sky, while 
tho shadows from the heights fall 
across the church garden und along 
the paths. 

This is Sle, Anne's — the saint's 
shrine of Quebee of America, Lop 
which thousands of devotees make 
annual pilgrimage, the hope of many 
sick and orippled—this is Sto. Anne's. 

Tho church, with its piles of dis- 
carded crutches, its splendid interior, 
its unique altar to Ste Anne, its sa- 
cred relics, its tablets of thanksgiv- 
ing, echoes to the sound of the fect 
of muny pilgrims, ‘hoy kneel in 
pew or aisle or before the miracle- 


performing statue in tho centre, 
There is much of interest here. Lhe 
grand altar, the side altars, the 


pulpit, hold much of artistic inter- 
ust; the kneeling people, of living 
inleresl; and the discurded crutches 
of curios interest. It is not a place 
for scoffers to enter, for faith, if 
nothing olse, hallows it, aud if faith 
hallows it why ueed one worder at 
its miracles 7 
There haye been many who have 
conscientiously tried to explain Ste. 
Anne's, attempted to analyze the 
emotions that move the thousands 
of pilgrims who go there. ‘the very 
oxiktence of such a shrine is w pur- 
zle to twentieth century progress. 
But no ono has, as yet, solved the 
puzzle, nor dissected for public en- 
lightenment the spiritual analomy of 
these belicvers. It is much to the 
credit of the shrinc that doubters 
acknowledge an exisling barrier be- 
yong which they cannot go. At least 
tho faith in it satisfies the credo- 
lous; and that is more than many 
a twentieth century faith can do. 
From the steys of the church one 
may seo on the hilltops, the sta- 
tions of the cross, and on the lower 
rise, marked by slab and monument, 
many of them old and broken by 
age, is the little French-Canadian 
God’s Acre. ‘Tho village itself is but 
a complement to the shrine, with 
its boarding houses and hotels for 
the accommodation of pilgrims. Here 
and thore are booths for the sale 
of souvenirs, odd rosaries or holy 
trinkets, It is a long, quiet enough 
street of a French-Canadian village. 
Then there are the’ ‘Holy Steps and 
the Holy Spring, and the Memorial 
Chapel. The last is in itself a, suffi- 
cient reason for a journey to Ste. 
It is unique because of its 
age, and its curious paintings. [t isa 
curio, and a quaint old curio at that. 
The Scala Sancta with its lovely lit- 
tle chupel at the top of the ascent, 
is but a continuation of worship for 
devout pilgrims, and then there is 
the Ste. Anne of the Grotto — and 
having scen these, one has scen, so 
far as externals are concerned, the 
shrine of Ste. Anne de Beaupre. 
ho long lines of shadow darken 
even the garden before the church. 
The statue of the Virgin among the 
flowers is touched by it into great- 
er beauty. The church, the chapel, 


the Scala Suncta, the garden, the 
village street, the God's Acre, the 
heights above, and the St. Law- 


ronce below, are all touchad by the 
shadows of falling night; shadows 
which creep also about a group of 
waiting ones before the church.

Kusslons and Japanese fratemmized with 
one another as comrades. 

The dwy wos ideal, ‘The handsome 
yacht Mayflower, on which the formal 
reception of the plenipotenUaries tool 
Place, swung at anchor at the entrance 
to Oystor Bay. By its side was the de- 
wpatch boat Dolphin. Two miles out 
tho crufser Galveston was anchored, in 
waiting to convoy the vesucls bearing 
the envoys to Portsmouth, N, H. 

In order that no embarrassing ques- 
‘tions of precedence should orlve, it was 
determined that the luncheon should be 
a buffet luncheon. < 

Japanese Were First. 

Tho crulser Tacoma, with the Jap- 
aneso enyoys and thelr suite on board, 
from New York came to anchor at 12.40 
o'clock, half a mile from the Mayflower, 

As the Japanese mission, headed by 
Baron Komura and Minister Takahira, 
nxconded the gangway, all attired in 
black frock coats and shiny silk hate, 
the band sounded three ruffles and then 
played a rollicking march, 

Tholr receplion was brief and was as 
deyold of formality as the nature of the 
occasion would permit. Baron Komura 
and Minister Takahira shook hands 
cordially with tho President. 

Baron Komura then presented to the 
President the twelya members of his 
sulle, The President gaye particularly 
cordial greetings to Commander ‘Taka- 
hira, the naval attache of the Japanese 
logntion, addressing him as “comrade,” 
and to Mr, Kianahara, the third secre- 
tary of legation, with both of whom 
he is personally nequainted, ‘The Pres: 
ident then introduced the enyoys to the 
army and nayal officers present, 
after which, with Baron Komura and 
Minister Taknhira, he retired to an in- 
ner cabin for a brief consultation prior 
to the arrival of the Russian mission, 

Russians Come to Anchor, 

Tho cruiser Chattanooga with the 
Russian envoys on board anchored near 
the Mayflower at 1.06 p.m. They were 
received precisely at the Japanese had 
bean, and they, too, were ushered into 
the cabin where the President was in 
walling to recelye them. 

During the reception of the Russian 
mission, the Japanese envoys and the 
members of thelr suite were in one of 
the forward cabins. 

President Roosevelt shook hands with 
M, Witte and Baron Rosen, exchang- 
ing with them informal but purely per 
nonal felleitations, After receiving the 
members of the suite and presenting 
all Jn turn to his personal guests, the 
President then brought the two sets of 
envoys together, introducing them form- 
ally to one another, 

A Notable Scene. 

It was a notable sone ax the diminu- 
tive Baron Komura shook hands with 
the giant Witte. The greatingy of the 
members of the two special missions 
were distinctly formal, but not the 
wlightest suggestion of enmity was

Peterhoff Proceedings Make Grand 
Dukes Appear Anxious For Reform. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 7—After 
months of preparation and anxious 
waiting, the project for a new popular 
representative assembly is now under- 
going final revision, and {its comple- 
tion and promulgation are thought to 
be a matter of days only. It is under- 
stood the councillors thus far have re- 
commended no sweeping changes in 
the project as it came from the council 
of the Ministers. 

Tho reactionaries, at Saturday's ses- 
sion of the commission at Peterhoff, 
made strong efforts to secure the re- 
jection of alteration of two important 
provisions of the project, but the sen- 
timent of the commission and of the 
Emperor and tho grand Dukes prevent- 
ed any step backward. As at the pre- 
yious scasions, the DMmperor’s advisors 
continued to discuss the needs of the 
country with remarkable frankness. 

The articlo over which the main conr 
filet arose comprised paragraph 42 of 
the project, providing that the assem- 
bly's rejection of any preparation sub- 
mitted to it by a two-thirds majority 
ig absolutely final, with no recourse 
whatever. 

The discussions at Peterhoff give 
color to a current report that Bm- 
peror Nigholas and the grand dukes 
appear to bo the most liberal-minded 
and the most truly anxious for reform 
among the members of the conference. 

The chief defect of the project, as 
analyzed by one of the members of 
the counel! of the Empire, is its lack 
of adequate guarantee to protect the 
crown against encroachments by the 
assembly.

GARRISON SURRENDERS. 


Governor, 70 Officers and 3,200 Men on 
Sakhalin Are Prisoners. 

Tokio, Aug. S.—A report glying de- 
falls of the final pursuit and surrender 
of the majority of the Russian garrison 
on Sakhalin Island has been recelyed 
us follows: 

“An Independent cavalry column on 
the afternoon of July 28 attacked the 
enemy south of Paleo and routed him, 
driving him southward, capturing two 
feld guns, besides a number of rifles 
and a quantity of amrounition. 

“On July 29 the cavalry, being rein- 
forced, vigorously pursued the enemy 
south of Taylan, which lies twenty-five 
miles south of Rykoff. The enemy halt- 
td at Onol, twenty-five miles south of 
Taylan, and at 6 o'clock on the morn- 
Ing of July 30 sent a letter under a flag 
of truce to the Japanese commanding 
officer from Gen, Liapnoff, the Russian 
Governor, saying that the lack of band- 
age materials and medicines and the 
consequent inability to succor the 
‘wounded compelled him from a sense 
of humanity to terminate hostilities. 

Jap Terms Accepted. 

“The commander of the Japanese 
force replied, demanding the delivery 
of ajl war supplies and property of the 
Russian Government, the uninjured, 
tind the delivery of all maps, records 
and papers relating to the Russian clvii 
and military administration, and re- 
quiring thelr delivery in reply ot 10 
o'clock on the morning of July 31, oth- 
erwise an attacking movement would 
immediately be started. 

“Col, Tollvitch, on behalf of Gover 
nor Liapnoff, met Col. Koizumi, Japan- 


ese Chief of Staff, on the morning of 
July 31, and accepted the proposed 
terms, 


“Governor Liapnoff, 70 officers and 
3,200 men of the Rusean garrison then 
nurrendered. 

"The spolls, consisting of clothing, 
papers and military supplies, are now 
under investgation.”

FORECASTS FOR AUGUST. 


The Month is Going to be an Unset-’ 


tied One, Says Prof. Hicks. 

The Jast stuge of a reactionary 
storm period will be disappearing in 
sections on the first day 

of August, says Prof. Hicks. Higher 
barometer, change of winds to west- 
erly with fair and cooler weather 
will visit most parts of the country 
during (he days immediately behind 
these reactionary disturbances, A 
regular Vulcan storm period begins 
on the 6th and extends to the 9th. 
Cloudiness and general storm condi- 
tions will gather early in the period, 
and rain with wind and thunder will 
pass eastwardly across the country 
from the ith to the 8th. <:In all 
probability a sharp rise of the bar- 
ometer and change of wind currents 
to westerly will appear in western 
sections as soon as the storm arca 
moves out of the way, falling in be- 
hind the storms and chasing them 
up in their eastward progress for 
several successive days. Al! sensible 
ind reasonably inclined people know 
that actual storms, and the condi- 
tions that cause them, are rarely ey- 
er stationary in any large locality, 
but that they move according to fix- 
ed laws from west to east over this 
country, with anti-storm conditions 
pressing close on the western sides of 
iho eastwardly-moving storm areas. 
In the nature of things this brings 
to different parts of our wide coun- 
try different kinds of weather on 
the same days, giving to western ex- 
tremes, as a rule, storms with fol- 
jJowing change to fair and cooler 
during the carly parts of the storm 
periods. By “about the 8th storms of 
ibis Vulean period will bave passed 
off to the Atlantic with the chunge 
to fair and cooler weather close on 
their heels. The 11th and 12th are 
4g actionsry storm dates and secoud- 
ary series of disturbances will de- 
velop and pass eastwardly across tho 
country on and touching these days.

Others who went {rom town 
were Messrs. Ernie Sharpe, Adam 
McCabe and Tommy Jackson, while 
Mr. J. Chambers took a crowd back,

New York, Aug. 3.—In their en- 
deavor to obtain real power in the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society for 
the policy-holders, the trustees, Gro- 
yer Cleveland, George Westinghouse 
and Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, are 
investigating the manner of election 
of directors by other insurance com- 
panies at home and abroad. Those 


companies whose methods are consid- 
ered nearest to ideal are the Canada 
Life Assurance Company, of Toronto, 
and the Northwestern, of Milwaukee. 

The Canada Life is a mixed stock 
and mutual company, with nine rep- 
resentatives of the stockholders and 
six of tho policyholders on its board 
of directors. Policyholders for 33, 
000 and upward, who have paid full 
premiums for two years, are allow- 
ed to yote for the policyholders’ di- 
recto To be a director in the 
policyholders’ class one musl have 
paid the full premium on 510,000 in- 
surance for five years. 

Although another plan under dis- 
cussion is thousht to work admir- 
ably in the Northwestern's case, that 
of the Canada Life is suid to be the 
most favored by the #quituble trus- 
tees, who are determined upon con- 
serving the interests of policyhold+ 
ers.

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DANGEROUS ADULTERANTS. 


Ono of tho food adulterants very 
extensively used in the Uniled States 
is glucose. In Canada thus fur it 
bas been possible to buy sugar un- 
adulterated. The Inland Revenue 
Department's analyses indicates that 
our sugars arg beyond reproach, But 
lt is not to be denied that! much ad- 
ulterated syrup is sold—syrup beauti- 
ful in color, but marked strougly by 
unctuousness and absence of swoct- 
ness. Whether it is less healthful 
than sugar syrup is a question on 
which lUlere are differences of opin- 
ion. Some authorities think that 
the inorcasad use of glucose, espe- 
cially in formonted liquors and cun- 
dies, has some causative influence on 
the increase in the prevalence of such 
kidrey troubles as Bright's disease, 
diabetes, und on disorders of tho di- 
gestive tract; but, the question is on 
open one. ‘Tho uselof acids und var- 
ious ferments in the production of 
glucose must case suspicion upon its 
wholesomeness. In the United States 
vory little candy is free from glu- 
cose, and the President of the New 
York Confectioners’ Association is 
quoted as saying; thal! there is not a 
maker of candy) in the city wha docs 
not use it, and often candy is pro- 
duced from glucose, starch and color- 
ing matter, with very little sugar 
indeed. Te solaces the publio with 
the statement that gypsum, terra 
alba and paraffin are now Jittle used. 
He adds: 

It is not the confectioner who is 
to blame for the adulteration, but 
his customers. They insist on bav- 
ing their candy cheap, and the child 
will go ta the store where it can get 
tho largest stick of. candy for w cent. 
The maker of cheap candy has to 
meet this trade. {He uses starch, 
glucose and other substances which 
produce stomach troubles, for they 
resist digestion, I’ve seen candies 
which should be thrown into the ash 
barrol. 

We must say that we do not see 
the necessity for meeting that de- 
mand which requires fraud ond dan- 
gerous adulteration; and we regard 
the manufacturers as the culpable 
perty. He wants that) cheap trade for, 
tbe money that is in it, and he does 
not scruple to resort to padding to 
get it. He should be severely dealt 
with. 

Another very dangerous adulter- 
ant now much in use is deodorized 
wood alcohol. In Canada the Ux- 
cise Department keeps close tab on 
this spirit, and the public is in this 
way to some extent protected. But

ONTARIO'S SUNDAY LAWS.

competency of the Ontario Legisla- 
ro to enact the legislation of 1807. 


of the Lord’s Day,” was submitted to 
the Court of Appeal of the Proyince. 
Its answer to the effect that 


was 


the Legislature had power to pass 
such an act, but that il could not 
affect institutions like steamship 


lines, railwuys, canals, telegraphs, 
olo., coming exclusively under Do- 
minion jurisdiction. There was an 
appeal from this ruling, and the Tu- 
dicial Oommiltee of the Priyy Coan- 
cil held that the act as » whole was 
beyond the competency of the Legis- 
lature to enact. An attempt re- 
cenlly made to reopen the matter 
failed. { 

Thus at ono stroke the Ontario 
Sunday laws passed since Confedera- 
tion are wiped out. The effect of 
this is supposed to be that the law 
which we brought with us into Con- 
federation remains in force, That 
law as sol forth in the Act of 1845 
provides, in brief: 

It shall not be lawful for any mer- 
chant, tradesmin, artificer, mechan- 
io, workman, laborer or, other person 
whatsoever to sel] or to publicly 
show forth or expose or offer for 
sale, or to purchase uny ware, mer- 
chandise, goods, chattels, or person- 
al property, or any real estate what- 
ever, on that day, nor to do or ex- 
ercise any worldly labor, business or 
work of their respective ordinary 
cal’ings, upon the Lor@’s Day (coo- 
veying travellers or Her Majesty's 
mail by land or water, selling drugs 
and medicines, and such other works 
of necessity and also works of char- 
ity only excepted.) 

Tt shall not be lawful for anyore 
to tipple or permit tippling in any 
jun, tavern, grocery or house of en- 
tertuinment, to revel or to publicly 
exhibit oneself in a state of intoxica- 
fion, to brawl, or use profane Jai 
guage in the public streets or ope?

anroyanee to Her Majesty’a peace- 
able subjects.

For months, under the splendid 
Iicadership of Mr. I. L, Borden, we 
held out against the tyranny. | One 
of my Speeches on the subject has al- 
ready been sent fo every elector in 
Victoria and Maliburton, and shows 
the stand taken by me, Let me sty, 
scores of honest Liberals in this rid- 
ing have written me, assuring me of 
their future support. They endorse 
my stand fully. 

Finally, wlien many were worn out 
with the prolonged session and heat, 
when it was clearly evident that the 
Papal Delegate-Mrg.

FILTRATION OF WATER SUPPLY. 


The great filtration plant for fur- 
nishing Washington, D. C., with pure 
water ig nearing completion, and as 
described by the Scientific American, 
is the second largest in the world, 
covering, twenty-nine acres. It is 
built by the use on a large scule of 
subterranean sand beds, through 
which the gathered water percolates 
and is thence conducted into the city 
mains—precisely upon (he same prin- 
ciple of filtration employed by na- 
ture in carrying water through the 
deop sands of the well or the moun- 
tain spring. The filters are con- 
structed on double lines, intersected 
by depressed roads, on which open 
large double gates, through which 
each filter may be entered for clean- 
sing whenever occasion requires. 
When the water is first admitted to 
the filler it is from beneath, pass- 
ing upward through a one-foot lay- 
er of fine washed broken stone and 
then through a four-foot layer of 
fine, clean sind. Afier this has be- 
come thoroughly settled, well pack 
ed and even moistened the water is 
lect in over the top. Thus ara ob- 
tained the subterranean waters in 
cool, dark chambers, slowly trickling 
down through fine, clean sand, mak- 
ing, as the American says, “‘the 
nesrest artificial reproduction yet 
attained of nature’s great filter that 
supplics the wells and springs. 

This process of water purification 
by copying the natural method of fil- 
tration, is no novelty, the efficiency 
of which needs to be tested by exper- 
iment and time. 1t has long been 
in vogue in o number of prominent 
cilies, notably Vienna, Berlin, Dres- 
dep, The Hague, Munich, Paris and 
London. At Lawrence, Mass., the in- 
troduction of sand filters, more 
than ten years ago, made a memor- 
able record in the decrease of ty- 
phoid fever, as it has done in many 
cities where il has been fairly tried. 
Jt is not indispensable that water 
for drinking and diatetic purposes 
should be chemicully and baotertally 
pure, and in nature's sources of sup- 
ply absolutely pure water is never 
found. But it is most important 
that the drinking water should be 
freed from all — diseaxe-producing 
Germs, microbes and the poisonous 
ptomaines due to the action of bao- 
teria upon decaying organic matter. 
In its efficiency to eliminate these 
dangerous and often deadly bacterial 
constituents of water lies the great 
value of the sand filter. Tests long 
since mado with Seine water have 
demonstrated that after being pass- 
ed through tho sand fully 99 per 
cont. of ils bacteria have disuppeur- 
ed. At Berlin the general reduction 
of bacteria by the sand filters is also 
99 per cent., and at Hamburg the 
average bacteria reduction has been 
shown by special experiments to 
be 98.64 per cent. 

But this extraordinary efficiency of 
eand filtration in reducing the bac- 
teria of water is established most 
indubitably by the vital statistics of 
different cities, adds the Soientific 
American, and tho views expressed 
should bo carefully pondered by Lind- 
nuy oftizens who opposed the expend- 
iture of $20,000 on a fillration sys- 
tem, In Berlin, Munich, Rotlerdam, 
The Iague and Vienna, in’ whieh 
sand fillers are employed for purify- 
ing tho public water supply, tho 
death rate from typho'd fever ranges 
anly from five to seven persons per 
100,000 of population, while in some 
large American ties whose water 
supply is unfiltered the death rate 
is from seventy to eighly persona 
per 100,000 of population. Aooord- 
ing to the best authorities 35,000 
deaths coour every year in the largo 
ilies of the United States from ty- 
phoid fever alone, a disease the 
death-doaling germ of which is car- 
ried in drinking water which has 
been contaminated before it enters 
the publio mains, If the unfiltered 
water does not Kill its viotims as a 
dose of notive poison, bul by linger- 
ing disoase, il is none the less a pol- 
fon to persona who are susceptibio 
to the infection disguised in the wa- 
ler, And while It is true that not 
all kinda of pathogenio sgorms aro 
conveyed hy water, polluted drinking 
water is doubtless responsible fora 
lorge ond incalculable amount of do- 
bility and disease othor than that 
due {o the typhoid bacillus,

DEATH OF WILLIAM HOGG CLOSES A

Mr. togg bean his business car- 
cor as junior clerk in a grocery 
store in Toronto, und later commenc- 
ed business at Work Mills in partner- 
ship with his brother Jobn, under 
the firm nume of J. and W. Loge, 
corrying on flour mills, saw mills 
and general store. At that time 
wheat from Whitchurch, King, Gwil- 
limbury, Scarboro, Vaughan and 
York, was teamed down Yonge-st, to 
Toronto, or sold at mills on Yonge- 
st.. and a large trade was dono buy- 
ing wheat and teaming the flour to 
foronto. The mills were operated 
by both steam and water power. ‘The

Fire 
aguin burnt the sawmill which was 
never rebuilt. He always had the 
idea of bringing wheat [rom the 
West via the C. P. R. from Owen 
Sound to Eugenia Falls, and erecting 
modern mummoth flour mills there,

rt THE MINES OF NEW ONTARIO. 


(Ottawa Journal.) 

Only a few weeks have passed 
since the prospectors announced the 
large findings of silver and cobalt 
in the Temiscamingue country. They 
exhibited their cobalt specimens 
quietly, but they took visible pride 


in the silver ore lumps which showed: 


the virgin silyer in nufgets as big 
as fifty cent pieces. 

To-day experts declare the silver 
find at Cobdalt to be the grentest 
in the histery of silver mining. The 


time threw back the shadow of the 


axeman alone are now threaded by 
the tents of a crowded mining camp. 


mingue Railway by the Ontario Gov- 
ernment did much to attract the 
eyes of Canadians to the _possibili- 
dies of the district. The Ross Gov- 
ernment and its majority jn the 
late Legislature declared for a 
route which set the railway so far 
west of the Ottawa, Valley as to.en- 
courage the flow of traffic to Tor- 
onto and Central Ontario generally, 
rathen than to Eastern Ontario. 

Tho question was fought out when 
the railway was projected and the 
Legislature decided on the western 
route. In the meantime Ottawa 
capitalists had done much to de- 
velop the Temiscamingue country 
Mr. J. R. Booth had undertaken ex- 
tensive lumbering operations. The 
late Mr. Alex. Lumsden had estab- 
lished an efficient boat service which 
is maintained now by the executors 
of the Lumsden estate; and for the 
past two or three years Messrs. Ed- 
wards and Egan, with their asso- 
ciates, have been operating largely 
in Temiscamingue lumbering. Lt is 
possible then that a decent portion 
of the prosperity of New Ontario 
may come Ottawa-wards_ 

But that is for the future. In 
the moantime, though the cobalt sil- 
yer camp is only a few weeks. old, 
Mr. Whitney is urged to take somo 
stand for protection of the rights 
of the people; to act as the Domin- 
ion Government acted in the Yukon, 
and to secure to the province a duc 
proportion of the value of the min- 
eral products of the Temiscamingue 
mines.

SHOT TWO PERSONS 


Alfred Horton Perpetrated Al- 
most a Double Murder. 


HIS WIFE AND HER FATHER 


Mra. Horton Is Likely to Die—Doctors 
Are Probing For the Bullets Fired 
Into His Victims With a Revelver 
—Threats of Lynohing Not Car- 
ried Out Becauso the Police 
Were Very Active. 


Windsor, Aug. 14.—In a fit of mad 
fealousy, Alfred Horton, son of J. W. 
Merton, tho Sandwich pop manufac- 
facturer, shot his wife amd father-in- 
pw at Amherstburg about 6 o'clock 
jaturday afternoon. 

Young Horton walked into the milli- 
nery store conducted by Miss Love 
grove, his wife's sistor, and asked for 
Mrs. Horton. “I want to see my wife,“ 
he doolared. Mrs, Horton came from 
another room and had a short confer 
ence with her husband. “Where is the 
baby?” the young man demanded. The 
wife returned with the chjld, and while 
gho carried the babo in her arms tho 
infuriated husband drew a revolver 
and shot her in the side. 

As the frightened woman fied for 
Bafety, the husband shot her again, the 
bullet entering the back and passing 
through the lung, 

The shooting affray attracted the at- 
tention of John Loyogrove, the father 
of Horton’s wife. He rushed to tho 
scene but was bombarded with bullets. 
In the fusllade Mr. Lovegrove was shot 
in the neck, side of the head a 
shoulder. y 
The trouble arose over Mrs. Horton's 
refusal to llve with her husband and 
1s insane jealousy. It was reported 
hat Mrs, Horton was dying, but 
that Mr. Lovegrove had a chance for 
recovery. Horton gave himself up to 
Chief Laporte. 


Threats of Lynching, 


When the would-be murderer was 
being taken to tho lock-up threats of 
lynching were heard on every side and 
it was with difficulty the police saved 
him from the people. As it was he was 
Struck several blows on the head and 
blood streamed from his face. 
Albert Horton married Annie Love- 
rove about 18 months ago, and the af- 
falr reveals a family skeleton which 
hes been sedulously kept from the 
Dublic for many months, beginning 
with her coming home because of hia 
failure to support her in Windsor and 
ending in this attempt to take her life.

He 
sought to get her to live with him, 
but would not promise to reform.

He feigns illness 
end lies with body stiffened, eyes clos- 
ed, breathing stentorlously.

That such a thing 
should be considered necessary sug- 
Gests a reason for the situation the 
southern metropolis now finds itself 
in, and a lesson to other places, A 
tightly managed city should have no 


need of a special cleaning up day, If | 


such a day is neoessary in New Or- 
leans it is because the municipal 


authorities have been neglectful and 
have allowed unwholesome  condi- 
tions to develop, In a city like New 


Orleans this is a greater, crime than | 


it would be almost anywhere else in 
North America. New Orleans has 
suffered from yellow fever in the 
past, and through its experience 
learned that constant cleanliness is 
the price of immuni from epidem- 
io. At seems a fair inference from 
what has been said and done during 
the past week that a failure to 
Temember the lesson is the causo of 
at least the failure to quickly stamp 
out the epidemio. If the foreigners 
Whose unsanitary habits are blamed 
for the spread of the disease had 
been compelled from the first to ob- 


serve proper health laws there would 


have been less trouble compelling 
them to do their duty now, less fev- 


er and less harm to the cily'’a trade

Additional Women Customs Inspectors 
Wanted—Suggestions for the Preven- 
tion of Smuggling. 

The feature of the session of the 
convention of the Retail Merchants’ 
Association in Toronto on Tuesday 
was the decision to issue periodical 
bulletins containing lists of people 
why do not pay their debts to the 
members of the association. Almost 
every delegate in attendance partici- 
pated in the discussion, and many 
suggestions were made as to the 
methods by which debts long over- 
due might be collected. The propos- 
al adopted was that the central of- 
fice Compile a list of inveterate debt- 
ors and make confidental reports to 
the yarious members after the mao- 
ner of the mercantile agencies. This 
would enable retailers to judge 
properly. to whom credit should be 
given and large sums thus might an- 
nually be saved the merchant. A 
committee 


will work out ‘the details 
of the scheme. 

The acceptance of United States 
money was discussed by the mem- 
bers, who generally thought it rath- 
er inconvenient. Those residing in

SAYS ALD. O'RIELLY. 


The Latter Took Up the Cudgels on Be- 
half of Ald. McCrao. 

The special meeting of Council held 
Tuesday, 15th, developed some old- 
time charaoteristics, and was more 
usual on that ac- 
count. This time Ald, Moladden did 
not provoke the storm—he wis ab- 
sent at Sturgeon Point, 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

A petition was presented on behalf 
of Mary Mallon, A. D. Mallon, and 
Messrs, Parks and Byers, protesting 
against the construction of a cement 
walk to Mrs. Thompson's house on 
Queen-st.,....,Ald. O'Rielly pointed out 
that only one of the parties had 
signed for the original walk from 
from St. Paul-st. to a point 198 feet 
east......Mr, Jos. Staples pressed for 
an {ension beyond that point to 
cover a new house being ereoted by 
him near Mrs. Thompson's property. 
‘....Mayor Ray, who was averse to 
constructing any part of the walk, 
said, “I'll not be a party to forcing 
a walk on those who do not want 
it...I was finally arranged that 
Mr. Staples should get a pétition 
signed in the regular way. 

THE SCHOOL SEWER 


Mr. Staples, in his capacity as 
chairman of the Board of Health, , 
next referred to the east ward 


schoo! sewer, The building is in an 


unsanitary condition, and the town 
having refused connection with tho 
Queep-st. sewer, the only thing for 
the Board of Health to do was to 
order the construction of a mew san- 
itary sewer around the school. 

Aid. O’Rielly—"If the connection 
had been permitted the residences at 
present connected with the school 
drain would have been poisoned with 
sower gas. A couple of years ago 
one of the parties had an experi- 
ence of that—typhoid fever broke out 
and cost him a coupte of hundred 
dollars, He had a good case for 
damage 


HOW IT STARTED. 


On motion Mr. J. R. McNeillie was 
again heard respecting his former 
request that the plank walk on the 
west side of Sussex-st., between Wel- 
lington and Bond-sts. be replaced by 
granolithic, The walk is in very 
bad condition, he said, and he 
thought those who built fine hemes 
and improved the town should be ea- 
couraged. Ono young lady, when the 
condition of the walk was under dis- 
cussion recently, ventured the opin- 
ion that if Mayor Ray were compell- 
ed to wheel a baby carriage Tr 
that stretch he would quickly raise 
his voice in fayor of a better walk. 

Mayor Ray Phat’s' all right, but 
it must not be forgotten that after 
Mr. MeNeillie addressed us on a for- 
mer occasion we visited that stretch 
of walk and decided that it was good 
for another year’s wear with a lit- 
tle patching 
MeCrae—'That walk is a bad 


Mayor Ray—"Gentlemen, we have

Mr, Mi eillie viewed the Mayor's un- 
expeeted stunt with a pained expres- 
sion and cast a stealthy glance in 
the direction of the door 

Ald. O'Rielly said in effect that 
the debt was not a cent too large 
for a fine town like Lindsay; all the 
stuke he had in life was centred in 
the town and he would not be likely 
to adyoeate thal which would make 
things hard for himself and his fam- 
ily after him. Buying thousands of 
feet of new plank at $14 per 1000 
to patch old and rotten walks was 


poor policy. Mayor Ray was en- 
deavoring to keep the rate at 29 
mills, but it would be at the cost 


of next year’s rate. Ne was acting 
the part of the Czur, but thumping 
the tnble would not change his 
(OWRielly’s) opinion as to the right 
thing, to do. 

Mr. MeNeillie—“! was speaki in 
behalf of one who is in even a worse 


position than myself—that is, Mr. 
Wallace.”

Years From Cas and Power. 

Guelph, Ont., Aug. 20—Two years 
since the light and power plants 
were laken over on behalf of the 
city, the sum of $155,000 being de- 
munded by t%e local company which 
owed the concern, Even with this 
outlay the report given out yester- 
day shows net profits for the past 
two years uggregaling $26,171.85. In 
1904 the profils were $1,146.28, and 
this has increased this year to date 
to $16,925.57. During 1905 the rey 
ceipts for tle gas plant were $28,- 
368.64, and for (he electric power 
plant $24,014.80, Extensions to the 
gus plant ure now under considera, 
tion, and this again should add to 
the profits a# the improvements con- 
templated include modern methods 
and muchinery, which it is contended 
will give increased production at tess 
expense. A reduction in the price is 
very likely in the near future. Alds 
Penfold, chiarmae of the committeo, 
suid it was his opinion that a 10 per 
cent. reduction would be made all 
around, “The department,” suys Ald.

IMPROVED COUNTY ROADS 


ee 


ARE GROWING IN FAVOR AND 
INCREASING IN NUMBER, 


The Act Does Not Contemplate An 
Increased Outlay. 

The report of the Commissioner of 
Highwavs for Ontario for 1904 shows 
that substantial progress is being 
made wilh the moyement for im- 
proved highways in this Province, 

Statute labor has been superseded 
in more than 25 per cent. of the 
townships by a system of commuta- 
tisn, or in some cases the statute 
Joker bill is abolished and a spec:al 
rate levied with the ordinary town- 
ship rate. There are various differ- 
epces in detail but the general plan 
is to appoint an overseer for the 
township, or one for cach two, three 
er four divisions of the township, un- 
der whom all work is performed sub- 
ject to the directions of the Council. 
The work may be done either by, day 
fabor or by contract, and, in the 
latter case, the overseer Is the town- 
ship’s inspector, The work of the 
Council’ in this way becomes legisla- 
tive alone, while the overseers are 
the executive carrying out the work 
required by the Council. 

County systems of road construc- 


tlon are aided by the Provincial Gov- 
erpment to the extent of one-third 
of the entire cost of construction, 
the counties which haye adopted the 
plan being Wentworth, Simcoe, Lan- 
ark, Oxford, Lincol, Wellington and 
Hastings, while Victoria and others 
are on the eve of doing so. Thus un- 
der the Highway Improvement Act 
county councils covering 20 per cent. 
of the province have adopted county 
systems, taking over 1624 miles of 
main road and expending thereon in 
the years 1903-4 nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars.

It ia not to be expected that coun- 
ty systems will be readily adopted 
throughout the province. Municipal- 
ities are notably conseryative witb 
reapect to systems of road manage- 
ment. The statute labor system has 
remained almost unchanged for more 
than a century, in spite of ics many 
defects and the manifest advantages 
that would arise by adopting more 
suitable township systems. ye 
therefore a matter of much promise 
thet so much progress has already 
been made. 

‘Tho act, as originally passed in 1901, 
provided that the amount of 51,000,- 
QUU would be distributed among the 
various counties im proportion to 
thoir assessed areca. By amending 
ucts of 1904 and 1905 this restriction 
has been don® away with, and it is 
uow provided that Government will 
puy a third the cost of constructing 
a stem of county roads, whatever 
the expenditure may be, Any unwise 
folly 
guarded against by the provisions of 
the aot which require that the coun- 
ty council shall pay two-thirds of 
the outlay, also that each county 
system still be approved by the licu- 
Uonunt-governor-in - council, “thus 
guarding against un excessive road 
mileage, while the class of work is 
subject to the approval of thw High- 
woys branch, 

The net tas, by a recent amond- 
ment, been made to apply to county 
systems only, the seotion of the aot 
which formerly provided that where 
@ county council failyd’ to assume a 
county system of roads, the lown- 
ships might participate in the grants 
had interfered with the adoption of 
county systems, which alone are sat 
isfactory, Township systems would 
be local and would not connoot with 
the main rouds of adjoining muni- 
cipalities, as county systems now do, 
while the grants mado to townships 
would benefit too short « mileage of 
road to be of more than tomporary 
valuo, Gounty councils ean provide & 
hotter outfit of machinery to  con- 
struot and maintain the roads, Wor 
thes and) other equally important 
cousons it was felt that the objoc!s 
of the Acts could bo efficiently sery- 
ed through county systems alone. 

Tho aot does not necussarily propose 
Q large, or oven an inoroased outlay 
by tho ratepayers, New roads are 
not oreated, ‘Tho roads to comprise 
the county system are what nronow 
the most travolled roads maintained 
by tho townships. To combine the 
more important roads in one class, 


under one manugement, with proper 
methods and tools for dealing with 
this special class of work is a! mea- 


sure thot will reduce the cost ra- 
ther than increase it, and it will, at 
the same time, produce a~ better 
class of roads. 

An increased expenditure will no 
doubt be made, but this will be fully 
covered by the Government grant. 
Township councils will thus be able 
to devote more attention to the roads 
of less travel, many of which are now 
neglected because the heavily travcl- 
led roads (which will be taken over 
by the county) are absorbing all the 
possible expenditure. By this system 
the main roads receive better atten- 
tion from county councile, and the 
remaining roads receive better atten- 
tion from the township councils. All 
the expenditure placed on roads will 
be spent in the several townships 
and returned, in a great measure, 
to those who contributed in the first 
ploce, together with the provincial 
grant. 

The county systems will comprise 
but a small percentage of the total 
road mileage. A well kept, not a 
long county system, is most desir— 
able. The aim is t& seoure uniform 
and systematic work, to employ and 
properly operate modern and econ- 
omical improvements, to provide care- 
ful, constant and methodical super- 
vision and maintenance, to provide 
object lessons in the care and treat- 
‘ment of roads, and set examples for 
those having charge of the remain- 
der.

FUTURE LABOR CONDITIONS. 


Man Being Driven to Heavy Manual Labor 
by Feminine Competition. 

A Buffalo despatch says: At the 
session of the conyention of the In- 
ternational Association of Factory 
Inspectors, the speech of W. L. Bo- 
dine, who is superintendent of com- 
pulsory education at Chicago, creat- 
ed a mild sensation. The speaker 
produced federal statistics covering 
the past twenty years, showing that 
the industrial competition of women, 
children and machine labor was dri 
ing the men out of the largo cities 
to fields of heavy manual labor in 
mining and agriculture, He declared 
that womun was destined to be tho 
ruling sex in industrialism, and con- 
tinued : 

“Man, like the Indian, is dying, oul 
and being driven out. In 1890 there 
were 3,914,571 women who were em- 
ployed in gainful operations in Am- 
erica, In 1900 the number had in- 
creased to 5,329,807. The birth rate of 
females is increasing and <he dealh 
rate decreasing. It is just the re- 
verse among Lhe males, We are 
rapidly drifting to the age of the 
“eternal feminine’ when man will be 
a back number, forced to the soil, 
and those fields of labor where only 
bis physical endurance will save him 
in Lha struggle for survival.” 

[In discussing tho compotitive life 
for the leadership of sovicty, the 
speaker said: 

“Society is dying out, is dying out 
at tho top. It is a erystal mazo of 
glass houses, where no occupant dace 
cast the first stone, the dangerous 
exemple, the academy of divorce. So- 
ciety has mothers who are slaves to 
the iren calls of fashion and friyol- 
ity; who look more often into their 
mirrors than into the faces of their 
children, With a fashionable moth 
er gudding about al social functions 
and a fashionable father at his club, 
the result will be that within a de- 


cade the question of the neglected 
children of (he rich will }ecome as 
oreat a s 1 problem as that of 
the negleeted children of the poor,”

Fall Wheat Increased by Nearly 200,000 
Acres and An Average Increase of

—Spring Wheat Also Showed 

An Increase. 


Toronto, Aug. 18—The areas of the 
flold crops of Ontario, issued by the 
Department of Agriculture, show the 
ylelda this year to be considerably bet- 
ter than last year, especially in wheat, 
both fall and spring, which have been 
more extensively sown this year. Rye, 
peas, hay and clover are also slightly 
above. The only decrease is the yield 
of apples, which has fallen from 1 
bushels per tree in 1904 to 4.22 bushels 
in 1905, 

The area of fall wheat has increased 
by nearly 200,000 acres, while rye 1 
about 30,000 less than last yeat. Be: 
aro about the same, 

There are 796,213 acres of fall when’ 
under cultivation, yielding Teas7bad 
bushels, or 23.2 bushels to the acre, aa 
compared with 605,458 acres and §,160,- 
$23 bushels in 1904, when the average 
res 16.1.

AUTOMOBILE REGULATIONS. 


Provincial Secretary Has Issued Rules 
for Conduct of Automobilists. 
Chief Nevison has received large 
placards from the Provincial Spere- 
arys office, Toronto, giving latest 
legal regulations controlling the ac- 
tions and stating the privileges of 
the laughty owners of auto-cars. 
These regulations are too long to 
Verbatim here, but a few extracts 
might be mentioned, among which 
practically the following: 
No automobile owner, or driver 
must run their machines on the 
public roads or streets in a race o¢ 
on 2 Wager. Auto drivers must take 
Teasonahieé care not to frighien hor- 
ses or other animals, must slow down 
when ao horse approaches, or seems 
fyigntened, and must not go any fur- 
ther towards such horse until onder 
control of its driver, Must show, on 
demund their permit, corresponding 
with the automobile’s given number, 
and as paper permits may become 
Spoiled by weather or wet, the de 
partment supplies a metal “marker,” 
with the auto's number inscribed. 
The onus of proof, where an accident 
tukes place from a horse being 
(frightened by an auto, resis with 
the horse’s driver that the animal 
as frightened by the new fangted 
to, The first offence for non-com- 
pliance with the regulations, is pun- 
ishable with a fine of and for the 
second or further offences, a fine of 
S25, with tho possibility of the auto 
owner or driver, putting one month
